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Red  neat  production  by  the  Uh  countries  included  in  this  summary  vas  95.5 
billion  pounds  in  1958.    This  ms  less  than  1  percent  above  1957  and  17 
percent  above  the  1951-55  average.    Declines  in  North  and  South  America 
offset  gains  in  all  other  areas*    These  trends  in  meat  production  are 
about  as  anticipated  in  the  annual  estimate  issued  last  August. 

Pork  production  in  1958  was  up  ii  percent  over  1957  and  19  percent  over 
the  1951-55  average.    This  rise  in  pork  offset  a  k  percent  drop  in  beef 
and  veal;  increases  of  7  percent  for  mutton,  lamb,  and  goatmeat,  and  2 
percent  for  horsemeat  were  the  margin  of  total  increases.

Conpared  with  the  1951 -?5  average,  production  of  beef  and  veal  was  l5 
percent  greater j  lamb,  imitton,  and  goatmeat  vras  10  percent  above,  but 
horsemeat  was  down  6  percent • 

Production  of  beef  and  veal  was  up  slightly  in  Europe,  the  U.S.S,R#,  Asia, 
and  Oceania,  but  this  was  more  than  offset  by  considerable  drops  in  North 
and  South  America, 

Pork  production  in  the  hh  countries  during  19$3  totaled  38.7  billion 
pounds,  as  production  increased  in  all  major  geographic  areas©  The 
greatest  increases  were  in  Europe,  the  U.S.S.R.,  and  Canada. 

Lamb,  imitton,  and  goatmeat  showed  slightly  less  production  in  all  areas 
except  Asia  and  Oceania,  where  a  slight  increase  was  made.    Oceania,  with 
a  9  percent  rise  in  Australia,  accounted  for  most  of  the  increase  in  lamb, 
mutton,  and  goatmeat  production. 

Horsemeat  production  totaled  571  million  pounds,  2  percent  above  last 
year,  but  6  percent  below  the  1951-55  average.    This  production  is  esti- 
mated only  for  the  European  countries  and  a  few  others. 

Prospects  for  1959 

Red  meat  production  in  1959  should  increase  substantially  over  1958©  Pork 
production  is  expected  to  show  the  greatest  increase,  and  beef  and  veal 
production  should  show  a  slight  rise.    Lamb,  mutton,  and  goatmeat  will 
likely  remain  about  the  same  or  decline  slightly.    Horsemeat  output  should 
stay  near  the  same  levels  as  in  1958. 

The  general  easing  of  pork  prices  throughout  the  world  is  expected  to  con- 
tinue in  1959  •    Beef  and  veal  prices  should  remain  strong  and  the  price 
for  lamb  should  improve,  while  that  for  mutton  will  likely  stay  about  the 
same  or  drop  slightly. 

North  America 

The  L  percent  decline  in  U.S.  meat  output  more  than  offset  slight  increases 
in  Canada  and  Mexico.    Cuban  meat  production  remained  about  the  same  as  in 

1957: —     

The  8  percent  drop  in  U.S.  beef  and  veal  production  and  the  19  percent  rise 
in  Canadian  pork  production  were  the  area»s  most  significant  developments 
during  1958.    The  drop  in  U.S.  beef  and  veal  production  was  mainly  due  to 
producers  continuing  to  hold  back  stock  for  building  of  herds.    The  prin- 
cipal effect  of  this  development  was  increased  U.S.  imports  of  meat 
(mostly  manufacturing  types)  from  Australia,  New  Zealand,  Mexico,  Canada, 
and  a  few  other  countries.    Increased  Canadian  pork  production  was  mostly 
due  to  the  price  support  system  of  v<^25.00  per  hundredweight  for  Grade  A 
carcasses  (Toronto  basis),  and  abundant  feed  supplies.    VJith  this  greater 
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supply,  Canada  inci^ased  her  pork  exports,  rmich  of  them  to  the  United 
States  •    Canadian  pork  production  in  1959  will  rise  sharply  and  mutton 
production  should  also  increase  some.    Canadian  farmers  exported  large 
numbers  of  cattle  to  the  United  States  last  >'ear;  these  exports  have 
dropped  rather  sharply  now  and  beef  and  veal  production  should  therefore 
increase;  although,  replenishment  of  herds  by  producers,  will  preclude  any 
large  increase© 

Mexico's  meat  production  should  increase  substantially  in  1959*  particu- 
larly in  beef  and  veal.  The  present  Mexican  system  of  duties  and  quotas 
on  live  cattle  exports  is  expected  to  increase  their  cattle  slaughter© 

U.S©  production  of  beef  and  veal  should  increase  in  1959,  but  continued 
herd  building  by  producers  will  prevent  any  large  increase.    Pork  output, 
at  a  very  high  level  now,  should  continue  to  increase  throughout  1959  and 
into  1960.    Lamb,  mutton,  and  goatmeat  should  rise  slightly. 

Cuba's  revolutionary  activities  reduced  commercial  meat  production  in  1958> 
and  this  activity,'  plus  present  land  reforms,  will  likely  result  in 
increased  "under  the  tree"  slaughter  this  year  and  discourage  future 
production© 

It  is  likely  that  total  meat  production  for  these  k  North  Amei*ican  coun- 
tries will  be  near  32  billion  pounds  in  1959 •    For  the  area  as  a  whole, 
this  should  decrease  the  need  for  imports. of  all  types  of  meat.    It  should 
increase  the  area's  total  red  meat  consumption  and  exports  of  pork. 

South  America 

Meat  production  for  the  6  countries  studied  in  this  area  dropped  9  percent 
from  1957  levels©    The  22  percent  drop  in  Argentina  accounted  for  most  of 
the  reduction©    Brazil  increased  all  types  of  meat  production,  particularly 
beef  and  veal,  but  the  other  countries  remained  about  the  same© 

The  livestock  and  ireat  industry  in  Argentina,  Paraguay,  and  Uruguay  is 
presently  at  one  of  its  lowest  ebbs  in  history.    Lack  of  economic  and 
price  incentives  for  livestock  producers,  labor  disruptions,  and  disputes 
in  the  meat-packing  industry,  and  the  recent  floods  in  these  countries  are 
the  principal  reasons  for  this  deteriorated  condition.    Their  production 
of  all  types  of  meat  during  1959  should  drop  considerably  from  195B. 
Production  in  the  other  three  countries  should  Increase  somewhat,  but 
total  production  for  all  6  countries  should  decrease.    The  rising  South 
American  standard  of  living  and  demand  for  meat,  along  with  their  declining 
ability  to  meet  this  demand  is  changing  interr^tional  meat  trade  patterns© 

Western  Europe 

Meat  production  of  17  Western  European  countries  included  in  this  report 
rose  1  percent  over  1957 •    Hises  in  France  and  West  Germany  accounted  for 
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nearly  all  of  the  area's  increase.    Sveden  had  an  8  percent  increase.  Most 
other  countries  showed  a  slight  inc2*ease,    A  few  countries  had  slight 
decreases. 

Beef  and  veal  production  for  the  area  was  up  1  percent  over  1957  (mostly 
due  to  rises  in  \iest  Gernany,  Svjeden,  and  Italy)  •    The  largest  decline  for 
a  coimtry  was  5  percent  in  France.    In  1959>  production  for  the  area 
shoijld  increase  somewhat. 

Area  production  of  pork  increased  2  percent  over  1957>  but  will  likely 
decline  in  1959 •    The  downturn  in  >Jest  German  bred-sovr  numbers  will  be  a 
big  factor  in  this  prospective  drop.    Most  of  the  1958  production  increase 
was  provided  by  V/est  Germany,  Ireland,  Italy,  Sweden,  and  the  United 
Kingdon.    Although  pork  production  did  not  change  much  in  Denrnark  or  the 
Netherlands,  they  substantially  increased  their  exports. 

Lamb  and  rnatton  renained  stable  in  1958  and  should  show  some  increase  in 
1959 •    Horsemeat  output  should  decline  next  year. 

Eastern  Europe 

The  estimated  3  percent  increase  in  1958  Eastern  European  meat  production 
over  1957  was  largely  due  to  the  k  percent  increase  in  pork  output. 

Although  information  on  this  area  is  rather  meager,  it  is  fairly  certain 
that  these  countries  are  making  concentrated  efforts  to  increase  livestock 
and  meat  production  and  sho-uld  achieve  some  of  it  in  1959*    Yugoslavia  has 
made  considerable  advances  from  their  past  efforts  and  are  planning  for 
stepped-up  activities  in  the  fattening  and  slaughter  of  beef  and  pork 
animals.    The  Yugoslavs  are  expanding  their  meat  packing  industry  ajid 
particularly  concentrating  on  canned  meat  production  for  export. 

U.S,S.R. 

Total  Soviet  meat  production  in  1958  gp^ossed  13  percent  as  the  output  of 
all  types  of  meat  increased,  particularly  lamb,  mutton,  and  goatraeat. 

The  Russian  Government  has  set  high  meat  production  goals  for  1965  of 
19»8  billion  pounds  of  pork,  lU»6  billion  poiinds  of  beef  and  veal,  and  i;.2 
billion  pounds  of  lamb,  mutton,  and  goatmeat.    It  is  very  doubtful  that 
these  goals  can  be  reached,  but  total  red  meat  production  for  1959  is 
expected  to  increase  somewhat. 

Oceania 

Meat  production  in  Australia  and  New  Zealand  during  1958  rose  6  percent 
over  1957.    This  increased  production  was  mainly  due  to  the  strong  demand, 
short  supply,  and  attractive  prices  in  the  United  States  and  United  Krgdom,

These  conditions  of  the  U.S.  market  have  stiimilated  increased  production 
and  exports  of  boneless  beef  and  inutton,  while  the  strong  U.K.  inarket 
(with  reduced  supplies  from  Argentina)  has  encouraged  production  and 
exports  of  b>igher  grade  carcass  meats.    All  this  has  added  great  stimulus 
to  the  development  of  the  beef  cattle  industry  in  these  countries. 

Australian  production  rose  8  percent  with  the  largest  increase  in  lamb  and 
mutton  which  was  12  percent  above  1957.    Beef  and  veal  production  rose  6 
percent.    Lamb  and  mutton  production  in  1959  is  expected  to  be  up  further 
as  the  strong  dema.nd  and  high  prices  continue.    Beef  and  veal  production 
should  set  a  new  record;  cattle  slaughter  since  July  1958  has  been  one- 
fifth  greater  than  a  year  earlier. 

New  Zealand  meat  production  rose  slightly  in  1958,  mainly  due  to  a  U  per- 
cent rise  in  lamb  and  mutton,  and  meat  exports  were  very  high.    Beef  and 
veal  production,  although  remaining  at  a  high  level,  dropped  about  3 
percent  from  the  high  level  of  1957.    In  1959,  production  of  beef  and  veal 
is  expected  to  drop  some,  and  exports  should  decrease  also.    This  is  due 
to  their  reduced  numbers  of  cattle  available  for  slaughter.    Lamb  and 
mutton  production  may  rise  slightly  over  1958. 

Africa 

Meat  output  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  the  only  country  with  a  sizable 
meat  packing  industry  in  Africa,  rose  slightly  during  1958. 

A  drought  during  the  first  quarter  of  1959  caused  lieav^-  marketings  and 
slaughter,  but  this  condition  was  relieved  in  May  and  total  production  for 
the  year  should  be  about  the  same  as  in  1958. 

In  other  countries  of  Africa,  such  as  Rl-iodesia,  meat  output  has  been 
increasing  and  meat  packing  facilities  are  being  developed.    Ebcports  to 
world  markets  are  ex])anding. 

Asia 

Production  in  1958  jumped  11  percent  from  the  1957  level.  This  increase 
was  mostly  in  Turkey  and  Japan,  which  have  given  emphasis  to  their  live- 
stock and  meat  industry  in  recent  years. 

The  Philippine  Republic  made  considerable  increases  in  beef  and  veal,  and 
lamb,  mutton,  and  goatmeat  production. 

Turkey,  Japan,  and  the  Philippine  Republic,  stimulated  by  government 
encouragement  and  U.S.  aid  in  recent  years,  have  made  considerable 
advances  in  their  livestock  numbers,  slaughter,  and  production.  This 
trend  is  expected  to  continue  in  these  countries.    Most  of  this  increased 
production  is  expected  to  be  absorbed  in  raising  the  per  capita  consump- 
tion of  these  coimtries. 
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
